‘WasHincTon, April 12.—{Special.]—The ap- 
pointment of Senator Jackson, of Tennessee, 
to suceced Judge Baxter on the circuig bench 
was no surprise. Senator Jackson Has been 
one of the president's faverites ever since he 
went to New York, just before Mr. Cleveland’s 
inauguration to consult with hinras to the pol- 
icy of his administration, The president was 
anxious to put Jackson into the cabinet and 
for several days his pame was on bestauthen- 
ticated slates. Mr. Jackson’sterm as senator 
would have expired next March and he had 
no prospect of re-election. His friends 
say that he bas never liked senatorial life, and 
that his favorite lifeis in legal pursuits. As 
to his succession in  éthe renate, 
ne reliable prediction can now 
be made,as Governor Bate is himself a candi- 
date for the senate, he will probably not ap- 
point any one who would be liable to loom up 
asa formidable candidate before the legisla- 
ture, which will meet in January. Ex-Gov- 
ernor Porter, now assistant secretary of state, 
ex-Governor Marks‘ and ex-Congressman 
House are all aspiring for the full senatorial 
term, Which will begin next March. Gov- 
ernor Bate] may appoint to Jackson’s unex- 
pired term some member of the Tennessee 
delegation in the house. Friends of ex- 
Copgressman Bob Taylor, who is now pension 
agent at Knoxville, will, I hear, present his 
claims to the governor.

Still I do not 
See any necessity for the session of congress to 
be prolonged beyond the middle of July at the 
farthest.”

WASHINGTON, April 12.—In the senate, Mr.

IN EXECUTIVE SESSION, 

In executive session today 53 messages, 
making as many renominations, were laid be- 
fore the body. The nominations were origin- 
ally made to succeed the officials whom it was 
proposed to suspend or remove, but whose 
terms of office have since expired. 

Senator Edmunds offered a resolution that 
all these nominations be returned to the pres- 
ident on the ground that the failure of the 
senate to confirm the original nominations h 
the effect of rejection. 

The resolution went over for the day. 
Among these nominations was that§of J. D. 
Burnett, whose nomination to succeed George 
W. Duskin, as district attorney for the south- 
ern district of Alabama, was the occasion of 
the recent political controversy in the senate. 


THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


Workmen Protesting Against a Reduction— 
The Labor Question. 
WASHINGTON, April 12.—In the house 
Mr. Morrison, from the committee on ways and 
means, reported a bill to reduce the tariff taxes 
and to modify the act in relation to the collec- 
tion of revenue. Referred to the committee of 


the whole. 

Mr. McKinley presented the views of the 
minority of the committee. 

Mr. O’Neill of Pennsylvania, asked unani- 
mous consent to present in open house instead 
of through the petiti box, as required by the 
rules, a protest of manufacturers in cvery 
state of the union, employing over 47,000 work- 
men against any reduction of the tariff 

Mr. Morrison fnsisted that the protest should 
be presented through the question ‘box. 

Mr. Morrison, from the committee on rules, 
reported a resolution for the appointment of a 
select committee of seven members to be ap- 
pointed by the speaker to investigate all tke 
causes and extent of the disturbed conditions 
now existing in the relations between the 
railroad corporations engaged in interstate 
commerce and their employes, in the states of 
Illinois, Missouri, Kansas, Arkansas and 
Texas. Thecommittee shall have power to 
send for persons and papers to sit during the 
sessions of the house, and to visit such places 
im those states as may be necessary in order to 
facilitate investigation. It shall report during 
the present session with such recommenda- 
tions as it may deem proper to make. 

Mr. Morrison stated that the bill which had 
recenily passed the house, known as the arbi- 
tration bil], was inadequate in its provisions. 
The object of the pending resolution was to 
enable congress to learn the facts of the case, 
so that it might perfect its legislation. 

Mr. Reagan contended that congress had n 
more power to regulate questions arising be- 
tween common carriers and their hired labor- 
ers than questions arising between common 
carriers and their butchers or grocers. These 
were local questions, and the fact that one of 
the parties might be engaged in inter-state 
commerce; did not give congress jurisdiction 
over the other. ; 

The qvestion was whether a. democratic 
house of representatives would deny and re- 
pudiate local self-government, cr whether it 
would assume that the states were no longer 
able to execute their functions. | 
_ The regolutions were adopted without divis- 
ion. 

Under the callof states anumber of bills 
were introduced and referred, among them a 
resolution by Mr. Brady, of Virginia, author- 
izing the president to appoint a board of com- 
missioners to investigate to whet extent the 
United States may be legally or *equitably 
liable for debt due by the state of Virginia be- 
cause of the partition of the state, without its 
consent, during the late war, and the extent 
of the equitabie liab.iityof the United States 
to the bondholders of other states of the 
union and foreign bondholders on account of 
the action of the state authorities of Virginia 
nullifying the decisions of the supreme cuurt 
of the United States as tothe debt of Virginia. 

On motion of Mr. Hemphill, of South Caro- 
lina, the bill was passed authorizing the secre- 
tary of the treasury to deliver to the owners 
the contents of certain boxes deposited in the 
treasury departmeftt. 

Bills affecting the District of Columbia were 
then taken up. The senate bill was passed au- 
thorizingthe attorney general to institute 
suit against all persons having, or pretending 
to have, title to or interest in any part of the 
land or water effected by the improvements of 
Potomac river or its flats opposite Washington. 
The bill was amended so as to provide that no 


| money shall be expended for the improvement 


of the flats until the question of adverse title 
shall have been decided. 

The District of Columbia appropriation bill 
was then passed without discussion or sub- 
stantial amendment. 

The house then, at 5:30, adjourned.

THE QUIET. OF PEACE. 


ALL SERENE AT THE FRONT IN 
EAST ST. LOUIS. 


The Effect of the Riot of Friday—Men Renouncing 
Their Intentions and Returning to Work— 
Railroad Property Still Under Guard— 
Trains Moving as Usual, Etc., Etc. 


East Sr, Louis, April 12.—The presence of 
militia in this city continues to have the de- 
sired effect, and no disturbances nor unlawful 
acts have been reported since the incendiary 
fires of Friday night, andit is now believed 
that no encounter between the military and 
strikers will occur. The same strct guard, 
however, over the railroad property is, observ- 
ed this morning, and the vigilance of sentries 
has in no way relaxed. The time over which 
the ordcr extended requiring those who 
wished to go over the bridge into East 
St. Louis and supply themselves with 
passes elapsed at midnight last night and the 
bridge this morning presents an animated ap- 
pearance—pedestrians passing and repassing 
without interference, and transfer wagons, 
heavily loaded, are crossing over, and on neith- 
er side of the bridge are drivers approached by 
intimidating strikers, attempting to persuade 
them to again stop work. The promise of 
the military of protection to those who 
might desire to go to work today, 
has resulted in the employment 
of a large number of applicants, most of 
whom aré not Knights of Labor, but those 
who are employed are filling the vacancies 
caused by the strike of the latter, who left 
their places last Friday after the fatal shoot- 
ing by deputies. 

BUSINESS ON THE PLATFORMS. 

The platforms of the various freight depots 
are busy with men actively engaged in load- 
ing and unloading cars,and no attempt at in- 
terference by the strikers has occurred, nor is 
any anticipated,

THE RESOLUTE MINERS. 

St. Lovis, April 12.—The miners of the St. 
Louis district, who struck last week, held a 
nieeting yesterday and resolved to remein firm 
and not resume work until after the strike by 
the knights shall have been ended. Very lit- 
tle coal ison hand in this district, and the 
expected cutting off of the supply will affect 
seriously the manufacturing interests of the 
city. Four hundred and fifty miners on the 
Illinois and St. Louis ‘railroad have struck, 
and it is expected more will strike about Belle- 
ville to assist the knights in their struggle. A 
man who is well informed declared yesterday 
that all the miners in St. Clair and Madison 
counties will be out this week, excepting, pe.- 
haps, the men employed in the machine mines 
of the St. Louis coal distrivc, extending over a 
radius of fifty miles, has 103 mines and gives 
employment to 4,000 miners. Of this number 


1,000 are employed in the machine mines, and® 


they would not strike on their own account. 
Few of them. are knights, but most of the 
other 3,000 are members of some order, and it 
is believed by their brethren they will demon- 
strate their loyalty if called upon to do so. 
RETURNING TO WORK. 
PALESTINE,Tex.,April 12.—Five more ofi he 
strikers were taken back into the shups this 
morning. The foreman of the roundhouse re- 
ceived written notice from the chief of the 
Knights of Labor organization hore to quit 
work this morning, but he paid no attention 
to it. Other strikers have applied for work. 
They Lave established a provision depot at 
their hall, where all provisions contributed are 
housed, and regular rations dealt out to the 
needy. The town people are not subscribing 


very liberally. 


M’CORMICK’S BACKBONE. 

CuicaGco, April 12.—A committee of the 
Knight’s of Labor called upon C. H. McCor- 
mick today and demanded the reinstatement 
of the 800 men discharged from reaper works 
in the recent strike and whose places were 
filled by non-union men.

THE MOBILE BRAKESMEN. 


Waiting for an Answer to Teéir Demand 
From Headquarters. 

MoBILF, Ala., April 12.—[{Special.]—A num- 
ber of brakesmen on the northern division of 
the Mobile and Ohio road failing to receive 2 
favorable answer to their application for an 
increase of wages—10 per cent—struck on 
the 10th. The representatives of the discon- 
tented men had a consultation here with Gen- 
eral Manager Talcott on the 8th, and after 
talking over the situation they reduced their 
demand one-half. They said that all the 
neighboring roads were paying 555 a month, 
and the same was wanted by the Mobile and 
Ohio men, Col. Talcott asked until April 
19th to ascertain what the neighboring: roads 
are paying brakemen, and what the president 
and directors,in New York, think ofthe de- 
mand. This delay was granted by: the com- 
mittee. Meantime, however, a number of 
brakemen have refused to work, but the com- 
mittee leaves for the northern division to- 
night, and will do all possible to maintain 
work until the decision is given on the date 
named.

A MAD WITNESS. 


He Denounces Certain Remarks Attributed 
to Him as Fabrications. 

WASHINGTON, April 12.—When the telepho- 
nic investigating committee met this morning 
Watson VanBenthuysen of New Orleans, 
presidert of the National Improved Telephone 
company was placed upon the stand. His ac- 
quaintance with Mr. Young, he said, dated 
from the dismissal of the Pittsburgh suit. Mr. 
Young had then told the witness of the pas- 
sage of tue law authorizing the institution of 
government suits,and witness had declared 
his intention to secure such an action. Mr. 
Young however had assured him that the at- 
torney general being interested in the tele- 
phone company would certainly refuse to have 
anything to do withthe matter, whereupon 
the witness had lost his temper and declared 
that the attorney general had no right to in- 
terfere with his <witness’) individual right. 
There had been an agreement between him- 
selfand Mr. Young at Memphis, but while 
there had been a few notes taken it had never 
been formally reduced to writing. “ Under the 
: greement each party agreed to furnish evi- 
dence and model and divide expenses, but 
were to furnish their own lawyers for the 
suit against the Bell company. Witness had 
gove to Waukesha, Wis., then to Washington, 
and afterwards to New York, where he had 
received an answer to an application he had 
made by the attorney general, dated July 14, 
lend, stating that the matter had been referred 
to the secretary of the interior, to whom it 
should have been’ referred originally. 
Witness afterwards called upon At- 
torney General Garland; that gentleman 
had courteously but firmly refused to hear him 
on the telephone matter, and witness had be- 
come véry indignant and threatened to appeal 
tothe president. Withih two days, witness 
had called again with Mr. Bueison, an ally, to 
secure @promise from the attorney general 
that he would act promptly upon an application 
for suit against the Bell company referred to 
the department through the district attorney, 
still the attorney general had peremptorily re- 
fused to touch the matter. The witness had an 
indistinet impression that the attorney general 
was asked if he had any objection to the with- 
drawal of the witness’s original application 
for cuit, and that he had replied that 
he had no objection. Witness had got- 
ten the paper from Commissioner Mont- 
gomery, of the patent office, but 
General Garland’ had 
withdrawal of the application as had been 
stated. The vvivre-s desired to withdraw the 
application after he learned that no law had 
been passed authorizing the suit,as he had 
supposed, because he was fearful that it would 
fall into the hands of some peoplein the pat- 
ent oflice who had been connected with the 
case of the Bell patents, who might use paper 
to forestall the witness, He had also been 
told that there were employes inthe patent 
office who were actingin the interest of the 
Bell (company. ‘Fhe witness did not believe 
that Mr. Young knew anything about the 
withdrawal] of the papers. Witness had sent a 
draft ofan agreement substantially the same as 
the “supplement agreement” produced by Mr. 
Young, with the request that he pnt itin 
form and body, was produced by witness. The 
supplement agreement dated August 27th, 1535, 
was produced and gwitmess identified the in- 
strument as bearing his own signature. He 
said, howver, that it had never been carried 
out and had gone for naught, since the par- 
ties failed to get government suit. The chair- 
man inguired if it were true that copies of the 
interior department proceedings had been 
printed for the New Orleans suit with import- 
ant omissions. The witness replied, witha 
great deal of heat, that that was another lie 
circulated by the Bell company. 

The , witness’s affidavit had 
been dropped, he said, because 
it * stated Sthat JBell’s' instrument, as 
described in the specification, would work 
while Bell himself had failed to get a speech 
through it. ‘The Bell company has circulated 
the report that it was a trick in court,” ex- 
claimed the witness. “Those who circulated 
it were liars, and they know that they are 
liars.” He added that he did not state that 
the record was complete when he presented 
the papers to the New Orleans court. 

The witness at this point turned his atten- 
tion to that part of Dr. Rogers’s testimony re- 
flecting on his integrity, and he declared that 
there was not a word of truth in Dr. Rogers’s 
statement that Senator Harris had denounced 
the witness as a scoundrel, 

Mr. Ranney began to; catechize the witness 
with reference to the omission of the Nepper 
aftidavit from the interior department record. 
The witness had a long controversy with Mr. 
Ranney about the matter, and declared that 
that gentleman was trying to misrepresent his 
motive in omitting the affidavit. He objected 
to the attempt to besmirch him by the coun- 
sel for other companies. 

“What do you mean by that ?” inquired Mr. 
Ranney. 

Witness—“TI understand that you are here 
ss an advocate of the Bell company.” 

Mr. Ranney (indignantly)—‘“‘Who told you 
that?

RANDOLPH RANTS 


IN HIS OPPOSITION TO A JUST 
PROPOSAL. 


Me Lord Churchill Antagonizes Mri Gladstone's 
Scheme for Ireland’s Freedom from England’s 
Thraldom—The Question of Money—His 
Principal Argumenl—Other News. 


Lonpon, April 12.—The house of com- 
mons was again densely crowded this evening 
as the result of the extended § an- 
nouncement that Lord Randolph 
Churchill would attack Mr. Gladstone’s home 
rule bill. Among the conservatives and whigs 
there was an intense interest in Lord Ran- 
dolph’s effort. Prince Arthur and Prince 
Christian and the duke of Cambridge sat to- 
gether in the peer’s gallery and they were sur- 
rounded by a host of peers. 

Mr. Gladstone, in reply to a question, stated 
that it would bejimpossible to close the debate 
on his request for leave tonight, and that on 
this account he had decided to postpone intro- 
ducing his Irish land purchase bill until Mon- 
day next. 

Sir Michael Hicks Beach madea brief ad- 
dress in which he indicated for his party an 
understanding to refrain from forcing a divis- 
ion on the home rule bill till it came up for a 
second reading. 

Lord Randolph Charchill, by virtue of his 
motion to adjourn at the last session, having 
floor, resumed the debate at Mr. Gladstone’s 
request for permission to introduce the home 
rule bill. Hespoke substantialiy as follows: 

After along consideration he had come to 
the conclusion that the scheme involved such 
a complicated mass of contradictions, that if 
anybody besides Mr. Gladstone had proposed 
it, it never would have been taken seriously. 
(Cheers). It was hedged about with such 
careful and eccentric guarantees for the in 
tegrity of the empire tha 
the speaker was astonished at 
the Parnellites’ acquiesence. He had vainly 
scarched all the authorities, ancient and mod- 
ern, for a precedent for Mr. Gladstone’s two 
orders, Which were to compose the proposed 
Irish parliament. The first order was intend- 
ed to specially represent property, and it was 
worthy of attention. That great leader of the 
liberal party had chosen such an antiquated 
and discarded machine as property qualifica- 
tion for the electorate af this first order. The 
second order was also elective. Both orders 
were to sit together. Each could demand the 
exercise of the right to vote separately, and 
one order could veto any measure brought in 
by the other. Take as a simple illustration 
of the hour, this would workin practice. Sup- 
pose the new parliament should proceed to 
the election of a speaker. Assume that the 
popular party carried the electlon for their 
candidate. The property party by voting sep- 
arately could veto the choice. And then in 
consequence for three orfour years the election 
of speaker would be suspended. [Laughter.] 
The same thing would happen in all those 
cases in which one order should choose to vete 
the other—such, as for instance, questions of 
rules of procedure, or the budget proposals. 

The premier, continued Mr. Churchill, la- 
bored on Thursday last, to show that the fiscal 
unity of the united kingdom would not be 
affected by the retention on the hands of the 

sritish parliament of the power of collecting 

the customs and excise duties. Now, if this 
were done what would become of that ancient 
British right of taxation and representation 
going together? [Cheers.] 

The speaker then went on to analyze the 
receipts and disbursements of an imaginary 
Irish budget for the purpose, as he said, of 
showing that Mr. Gladstone’s proposal to 
maintain the fiscal unity of empire, while giv- 
ing Ireland home rule, was altogether un- 
tiustworthy. He then pointed out that the 
amcunt which the premier had named 
es that which Ireland would’ every 
year contribute, under home rule, to 
the imperial treasury as her contribution 
for the benefits ot imperial unity was of an 
extremely precarious character. It might be 
seriously affected by many things. Taking 
it, however, as the price the Irish were to pay 
for maintaining the fiscal unity of the em- 
pire, what would the English have to pay? 
They would have to pay far heavier, propor- 
tionately, for the hands of the chancellor of the 
exchequer would be very much changed, if 
not altogether tied, in dealing with the cus- 
toms and excise duties of Ireland under her 
practical independence. How could he 
lower those duties? If he should lower 
them, he would diminish the 
resources wherefrom Ireland 
pay her tribute to England. He would 
have todoso without hearing a word from 
Jrish representatives, nor could he impose an 
additional tax in order to obtain credit in case 
of an emergency, without the delay imvolved 
in suing for the permission of a parliament at 
Dublin. Where, then, was the supremacy of 
the British? The real principle of the bill 
was afepeal of the union. It handed over 
the protection of the lives and property of 
every man, woman and child in [Ireland to an 
Irish parliament, and deprived the imperial 
parliament ofall voice in Irish matters. The 
measure gave much on one hand and took much 
or the other, expressing in the same breath 
confidence and distrust. On the question of 

‘ister, he asked if an Irish government could 
pay its way if Ulster were withdrawn. That 
the English government could not make up 
its mind in regard to Ulster proved the almost 
insoluble character of the home rule project. 
The premier justified his proposals on the 
ground that there were eighty-six home rulers 
id the house. But why should the voices of 
eighty-six Irish members prevail over the 
voices of five hundred and eighty-four 
other members? History showed the rise and 
decline of the former Irish parties. 
©’Connell’s party was formidable through 
an even balance of whigs and tories. The 
parliament in which that party was powerful 
was dissolved and O’Connell died, broken- 
hearted. Butt, in 1870, headed the party six- 
ty strong. The speaker saw Butt before his 
death, when the latter was in deepest distress 
over the break up of his party. Parnell in 
1880, led sixty votes, In six months his party 
was divided, remaining so until the end of the 
last parliament. So Parnellites formidable to- 
day were in danger of disunion to morrow— 
danger that Parnell sought to avert by insist- 
ing ona pledge from his followers to vote in 
certain ways. [Cries of dissent from the Par- 
nellites. | 

The premier, continued the speak-, 
er, further argued that the repeal 
of the union was necessary because 
English laws had a foreign aspect to the Irish. 
Mr. Morley had emphasized that by warning 
the house that unless Mr. Gladstone’s bill was 
passed the country might prepare for resist- 
ance to the payment of rent, for revolt, dyna- 
mite explosions and assassinations. The 
house, he declared, was ready to face such a 
position with which it was already familiar. 
Mr. Gladstone’s proposals had given to nation- 
alistsanm enormous advantage. He had lis- 
tened tomany of Mr. Gladstone’s speeches, 
the charms of which were described as being 
like the effects of morphia—the sensation 
under operation was transcendent. The 
awakening was bitterly painfal. 

In conclusion the speaker said thatthe effect 
of the bill would be tojfree Ireland from the 
supremacy of parliament and the sovereignty 
of the government. He regretted it had not 
been deemed consistent withthe customs of 
the house to take a division on Mr. Gladstone’s 
motion for leave to intreduce a bill, but the day 
of division would speedily arrive when the 
house would vote against proposals which were

The trath was the 
united parliament had hitherto failed in its 
duty to Ireland. The bill does not attack the 
lmpperial parliamentorthe crown. As to Ul- 
ster, the bill gave the Protestants and Catho- 
lics the same rights. He was convinced that 
the = patriotism of Uister—Orangemen and 
Catholics—would go to the common’*fand of 
intelligence - and which ‘would 
build up nation. The 
English had tried to govern Ireland and 
failed. It was nowtime for Ireland to try to 
govern itself. [Cheers]. 

The speaker reminded the house that it had 
never been able to break the spirit of ¢he 
Irish people. If the measure was not passed; 
if parliament refused it today; another par- 
Jiamentdare not refuse to pass it. Whens 
just and practicable scheme like this, sanc- 
tioned by the cabinet, the dissension of the 
liberals only differed as to means, when the 
conservatives had no policy but repression, 
Was it not the highest wisdom to pass the 
measure in a generous spirit? Ifit were post- 
poned till the military were used to enforce 
repression, it would stillhave to be done and 
under condition infinitely worse. 

In the course of the house of commons pro- 
cecdings Mr. Bradlaugh said he regretted the 
bitterness of the criticisms of Mr. Gladstone's 
speech—a subject which ought to be approached 
in a generous spirit. He would give Mr. Glad- 
stone his heartiest support. 

Major Saunders congratulated Mr. Glad- 
stone on his maiden speech as a leader of the 
home rulers. He said he was at a loss to un- 
derstand what was meant by “an Irishman.” 
The Parnellites represented three-fourths of 
the population of Ireland, but the minority 
represented industry, education, backbone, 
and it would be found fighting the power of 
lreland. His continued humorous sallies 
against Irish patriots were greeted with much 
laughter, but strongly supported Mr. Glad- 
stone’s scheme. 

THE IRISH BILL TO BE MODIFIED. 

It is stated that the Irish bill will be modified 
so as to include the representation ef Ireland 
at Westminster in a ratio to just contributions 
to the imperiar exchequer. A further amend- 
ment will be made, it is said. iu the direction 
of extending the power of the veto of the im- 
perial parliament. 

It is announced that Lords Kenmore, Cork, 
Suffield and Viscount Vilcouroie have re- 
signed. 

Tonight’s speeches in the housq@pf commons 
caused disappointment. Lord Churchill’s 
speech lacked the wanted point and energy of 
the orator, while that of Russell was a labored 
effort and fell flat. 

Sir Michael Hicks Beach will wind up the 
debate tomorrow. 

AN INCIDENT IN DEBATE, 

An incident of tonight’s debate created 
much amusement. Mr. Churchill, during his 
speech, wanted to quote from article3, of the 
act of union. He fumbled in his pockets for a 
time, and then began an apology to the house, 
eaying that he had forgotten to bring the act 
with him. 

Mr. Gladstone instantly produced the act, . 
turned up article Sand hagded the document 
to Mr. Churchill, amid general cheers and 
janghter. 

MR. GLADSTONE’S RECEPTION. 

While Mr. Gladstone was driving te the 
house this afternoon he was greeted with 
mingled cheers and groans. When he reached 
the palace yards the groans and hisses of the 
ci1owd quite overtopped the cheers.

What Influential Irishmen and the English

LONDON, April 12.—An editorial in this 
morning’s Daily News, on Gladstone’s scheme, 
bas served to increase the uneasiness of the 
liberals. 

Michael Davitt declares that if the Glad- 
stone land purchase bill does not nationalize 
land in Ireland he will stump the count 
against it, and is confident he would succeed. 

The Dublin Freeman’s Journal says the re- 
jection of the home rule measure would result 
in an accute commercial crisis, and would pro- 
voke the unemployed of Dublin to commit ex- 
cesses similar to those perpetrated during the 
recent riots in London. 

The Pall Mall Gazette says that in view of 
the action of the conservatives in deciding to 
allow the first reading of home rte bill so as 
enable Mr. Gladstone to introdtive his Irish 
land purchase measure, and thus strengthen 
the tory campaign in the event of a general 
election, it would be wise for Mr. Gladstone to 
“ride fora fall” tonight. It advises him to 
force a division on his request for leave to 
introduce his home rule bill 
during tonight’s debates in or- 
der to avoid the introduction of a land 
purchase bill and the consequent addition to 
this opposition. Things had better be faced 
and settled at once rather than have a land 
purcbase bill “hanging about the neck of his 
adherents for several weeks,” only tobe finally 
eettled in perhaps a less advantageods manne rf 
than is possible now. 

The Daily News says it does not know 
whether Lord Randolph Churchill feared in- 
convenient disclosures from the. Parnellites, 
but thatin his speech last night he certainly 
referred to the Irish party with bated breath. 
‘Your whispered humbleness of last night’s 
debate,” it adds, “greatly strengthened the 
position of the government.” |

Death of a Successful Farmer, 

Mr. William Hindsinan, faged 82 years, a pros- 
perous farmer, who lived four miles north-east ot 
Grantville, died of paralysis ‘Uncle Billeyv,’’ as 
he was commonly called, had been farming all his 
life, and he farmed on the self-sustaining order, 
making corn, wheat, oats, potatoes, etc., to sell 
every year, and afew bales of cotton each year, 
and if the price of cotton did not fsuit him to sell, 
he would keep his cotton till it did.

Brown had become infatuated with the wife 
of John Ransom, colored, and throvwel h ia por. 
suasion, enticed her to elope with him te 
Raldwin county, where, he proposed to oohabi- 
tate with her, as man and wife, Ransom soon 
learned the whereabouts of “Duley Anna,” and 
with a regard of fecling for his colored apoude, 
and deep animosity toward her deceiver, he at 
once determined to rescue her. Oa reaching 
Baldwin Monday, he (Ransom) procured the 
services of Sheriff Ennis who was to ferret out 
the matter, and turn the intruder over to tho 
bailiff of Hancock county. 

THE SHERIFF DISARMED, 

Sheriff Ennis was soon on his trail, and 
finally overtook the culprit, but when the 
sheriff approached Brown, to _ arrest 
him, he resisted the laying on of hands and 
a stiff wrestle ensued, in which Brown, being 
the stoutest of the two, succeeded in throwing 
Ennis, and took his pistol from him, with 
which he dealt his victim several blows over 
the head, rendering him unconscious, while 
he made good his escape. 

RANSOM SHOT DOWN. 

Brown then returned to the house of his op- 
ponent, John Ransom, on Mr. Grimes’ place, 
where Ransom had returned with his lost 
wife to live unmolested, and on entering the 
door fired on Ransom with the pistol he had 
wrenched from the hands of Sheriff Ennis the 
day before. The first shot did no fatal work, 
as,the ball passed through the lapel of Ran- 
som’s coat. Immediately another one followed, 
which did the fatal act, passing through the 
front breast and stopping near the windpipe. 
Ransom fe}! to the floor, whlie Brown skipped 
out at a back way, and is 
still at. large. Drs. Jernigan and Adams 
were suunmoned quickly,to which they quick- 
ly responded, aud applied means of stopping 
the blood. Despite all medical aid Ransom 
expired Thursday. 

SHERIFF ENNISIN A BAD WAY, 

Sheriff Ennis is in acritical condition, Ran- 
som has always been a quiet, unobtrusive, sort 
of man, and was well liked by his employers 
as well as all who knew him, and was never 
known to engage ina fuss. Brown is a des- 
perate rascal, and doesn’t mind spilling blood. 
He is charged with several other crimes of a 
prior date, which would, perhaps, indict him 
to the full penalty of the law. He is about 
twenty-three years old, wéight, about 160 
pounds, quite uniform, medium size, dark gin- 
gercake color, full visage, with thick lips, and

FARMS AND FARMING. 


There is said to be more truck planted in 
Brooks county than ever before. 

The Albany News reminds the purchasers of 
guano, that it will have to be paid for in the fall, 

The melon area.all through southern Georgia 
will be-heavier than last year. 

The._Thomasyille Timcs sums. up the crop Situa- 
tion thus: 

The spring has been unusually late as well as 
unfavorable for planting. The oat crop will un- 
doubtedly be short, since much of it was killed by 
cold. The continned rains have retarded planting 
and in most instances where farmers got their coro 
in early, it has rotted in the ground amd has been 
or will site l again. But few farmers have 
commence@® planting cotton, and from inquiries 
we infer that asmaller acreage will be planted in 
this croptthan heretofore. A considerable percent of 
the sees cane and potatoes was lost, but with favor 
able seasons and liberal manuring, these crops 
may be brought up to an average. Should a 
smaller acreage be deyoted to. cotton and especial 
attention paid to the production of home supplies, 
only favorable seasons will be needed to place the 
county, atthe close of the year, iu a fairly pros- 
perous and healthy condition. 

At the meeting of the Marshallville agricul- 
tural society Saturday morning last, as reported by 
the Times, two very important papers were read 
by D. B. Frederick and W. H. Felton, twb practi- 
cal and successful planters, setting forth the cost 
to the farmer of producing cotton. They were 
asked to answer the question “can farming be 
made profitable with cotton at 7'4 cents.’”” Fach 
reportshowed a satisfactory margin for the plan- 
ter, but Mr. Feiton’s report is more elaborate, his 
figures showing the costof cultivating fifty acres 
together with the proceeds. The estimate is made 
fortwo hands and one mule for wages, the crop 
being ‘‘pitehed”’ as follows: Thirty acres in cot- 
ton, fifteen in corn and _ and five in oats,

These figures will be regarded by almost every 
farmer as fair, and sho'vs aclear profit of $128.54 to 
the mule. 

The Jonesboro News proposes that Clayton, 
Fayette and Henry county should unite and hold 
and inter-county fair, which would do much to ad 
vertise their natural resources, 

In asserting that the grasses can b? grown 
more luxuriantly in Georgia than in Ohio, the 
Americus Recorder instances the farm of Mr. W. 
A. Wheeler, in Sumter county, where ean be found 
as pretty a stand of redclover as can be found in 
Ob)o. It was sown over & year ago in hard red clay 
ground, which was too hard to plow, and the seed 
was scratched in with a harrow. It stood through 
the longsummer of last year. and was pastured 
upon by mules and calves. To-day it has roots as 
long and thick asa man’s finger, and the ‘foliage 
is a foot in height, while the ground is completely 
covered. The patchis not a large one, about half 
an acre, for it was sown as an experiment, and has 
succeeded so well that Mr. Wheeler will this.next’ 
fall sow down a large field. In Mr. Wheeler’s yard 
he scattered abouta quart of timothy seed upon 
hard ground without any preparation. A portion 
of itcame upand has stooled ont finely. It was 
sown at the same time as the clover and also went 
throvgh the summer. Mr. Wheeler’s soil does not 
differ from thatofall this country. On alot in 
Americus, where the Presbyterian church now 
stands,two years ago there was as fine a stand of 
red clover as wasever seen with stalks four feet 
long. It had stood there for ten years, and it was 
only uprooted when the church was buiit. 


Disturbing. the Graves of the Indian Dead.

One of the Lost Arts Discovered the Alta 
maha Timbermen. ! 
Darren, Ga., April 12.—[Special.]—Some 
timber cutters yee marvellous skill in the 
art of concealing natural defects in timber. 
Rotton buts, tops and knots are frequently 
plugged, and. where the work is skillfally 
done, the inspector will have to be wide 
awake, er ke will not discover them. While 
crossing the river on his return to the up 
country the other day, an old and well known 
timber cutter said: “Ih a raft of forty-five 
ieces of timber which I brought down to 
Darien today, I had plugged five rotten knots, 
and notasingle one did the inspector dis- 
cover. It hastaken me many years to find 
out how to plug a hollow knot so as to make 
it appear perfectly sound and natural. 
Most people do plugging very clumsily, and 
in order to cover up their want of 
skill they besmear the knot with gum, dirt, 
ctc. This, however, only tends to arouse the 
inspector’s suspicion. Neatness alone will do 
the work well and succesfully. Of course 
this kind of work may be considered dishon- 
est, but anyone who feels awfully shocked 
about it would probably change his mind if 
after wasting many an hour’s hard-toil ona 
large treo he were to discover a slight defect 
which would make it bring only one-third of 
its valne in the market. I admit that it is 
wrong to make a practice of concealing de- 
fects, and I think I am as honest as the major- 
ity of people, but, gentlemen, there is no us 
of talking;}the temptation to plug is sometimes 
too great to resist, and it takes a genuine tim- 
ber cutter to realize this fully. To pling ina 
bungling manner may be a vice but when you 
do it neatly you can’t help feeling as if it were 
more of a virtue.”

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' CARTERSVILLE, Ga., April 12.—[Special.]— 
Three miles below Cartersville, on 
the Etowah river, there is @ group of 
so-called Indian mounds; but the Indians 
knew nothing of their origin or their builders. 


IN 
THE 


There is no doubt, however, that these mounds 


were used by the Cherokees both for defense 
and for burial places. The early settlers of 
this section often heard the native Indians 
declare that they knew nothing about the 
mounds, and they had no traditions even con- 
cerping them. 

This group of mounds consists of seven, and 
they are all unmistakably artificial. The lar- 
gest, which, by the way, is the largest of the 
kind in America, has an area of three acres at 
the base and nearly an acre on top, which 1s 
perfectly flat and almost square. It has been 
in cultivation many years. ae 

Its height is sixty-six feet, though it 1s 
apparently more than a hundred, all the con- 
tiguous land being level. The sides are steep, 
and except at each corner almost precipitous, 
The corners are built like the bastions of & 
modern fort, making the mound quadrangular. 
A winding roadway is cut from the river side, 
and gives easy access by # successiva of In- 
clined planes. From the summit there 1s 4 
beautiful view of the winding river and the 
broad expanse of fertile valley flanked by rug- 
ged mountains. The savants have pronounced 
thisa “temple mound,” and agree tnat its 
builders were fire worshippers and humao 
sacrificers. There are two smalier mounds 
between the largerone andthe river. The 
other three are much smailer, and were built 
higher up the river. ? 

The entire group were enclosed by a canal 
which was cut around them from the river. 
The enclosed area is semicircular and contains 
about twenty-five acres. The canal has long 
ceased to flow except when the “river of high 
banks,” which is the signitication of its name 
in the Indian vernacular, overlesps its boun is 
and dashes its angry waters at the very base of 
the mountains. Many curious and interesting 
relics of these mouud builders were washed 
up at and near the mounds by the great fresh- 
et. Mr. G. H. Tumlin, who owns themouad 
field, has found numerous specimens after the 
freshets had washed off the top soil for several 
years. The most interesting ofthese wasa 
large stone idol, a very good imitation of the 
human form, pipes, potery and various 
stone implements and weapons, The great 
freshet of ’8l wasbed up a large number of 
bones and several nearly complete skeleton-, 
developing the fact that this was an extensive 
burying ground. , 

But no previous freshet washed off enough 
dirt to disclose anything like the quantity of 
relics that have been picked up since the last 
one, and there are still acres of lovse bones, 
shattered earthenware, broken implements, 
weapons and other curious relics of this pre- 
historic and mysterious race. Mr. Tumlin has 
an interesting and growing collection of curi- 
osities that make a valuable museum of arch- 
seoliogy already. Some of these are models of 
pottery, and evidence a high degree of attain- 
ment in the art of ceramics. There are 
also stone images of birds, animals 
and men. These people had _ copper. 
Mr. Tua~lin found a piece of acopper coronet 
that was delicately carved or engraved, the 
corosion of indefinite ages making it difficult 
to trace the ornamentation. Sume of the rel- 
ics are intact, and prove their makers to have 
One of 
the most curious development is their mode of 
burial. Several of the smaller mounds were 
washed nearly down, yndin and near these . 
graves of a peculiar construction, containing 
human bones, weapons, beads aud copper or- 
naments were discovered. These graves were 
dug down to the hard substratum of the val- 
ley and enclosed on all sides and at the top 
with flat stones. Each one may have contain- 
ed several bodies. Every one discovered are 
uniform in size and construction, of equal 
length and breadth, which, strange to say, 
is not more than four feet. The conclusion is 
that if only one body was interred in each 
grave it was buried standing up or head down- 
ward, and if several shared the same tomb. 
then the bodies were cut in pieces before 
burial. 

Not all were buried, however, in this crypt, 
for below the large mound bones are found 
sticking about over several acres, and these 
are either petrified or nearly decomposed, and 
crumble when handled. Bushels of shell and 
bone beads ean be found all over the ground 
about these graves. A large number of smooth, 
round, flattened stones are found, varying in 
size from a saucer to the dimensions of a cop- 
per cent. They resemble poker chips and faro 
bank checks. They were probably the medium 
of excnange among these people. 

Some very good stone and clay pipes were 
found, and tiaces of the fragment used still 
remain in the bowls. One of them retains 
the scent of a well used pipe. This is no fic- 
tion. Several reliable parties have seen the 
pipe and smelled it. The familiar odor was 
detected as soon as it was taken from the 
ground. 

Some excavations have been made in the 
emaller mounds, but no important discoveries 
Were made. 

Mr. -Tumlin intends driving a tunnel 
through the big mound this fall, aud wonders 
are expected to be unearthed from this an- 
cient and indestructible monument of a race 
without bistory save such ascan be gathered 
from the inefficient testimony of their gigau-

Savannah Humor and the Octopus. 

Our estimable contemporary,the Savannah 
News, is disposed to be somewhat hilarious 
over the railroad situation in Atlanta. Under 
the head of ‘‘Atlanta and deep water,’ it 
gives us one of its timely humorous editori- 
als which occasionally appear in that quarter 
like a warm mud volcano in the cool wastes 
of the alkali plains. The expressed purpose 
of Atlanta to seek an independent connection 
with ‘‘tide-water’’—to use an affluent phrase 
employed on Bay street—strikes the News 

-as in the nature of a joke, and in the edi- 
torial article to which reference has been 
made, we behold-Laughter sitting in the 
sand at Thunderbolt holding its sides. 
doubt the situation is a humorous one from 
the Savannah stand-point ; but the time has 
been (and may be again) when Savannah, 
by reason of freight discriminations, was as 
far from deep water as Atlanta now is. The 
time has been when the merchants of that 
city were seeking other outlets in order to 
escape the results of such discriminations. 
There have been growls on the Bay that 
were surlily re-echoed on Bull street. We 
are well aware that these things were rarely 
heard in the News office ; or, if they were 
heard, they awakened no response. 

But the case is different in Atlanta. THr 
CONSTITUTION is a definite part of the town, 
and the town isa part of THE CONSTITUTION. 
When Atlanta suffers from the combined and 
unlawful attacks of the railroads, as she has 
suffered and as she now suffers, THE Con- 
STITUTION is bound to take cognizance of 
the fact, and it welcomes the awkward and 
laborious humor of the News as in the na- 
ture of an advertisement, and probably the.

Ir Burns, says the St. Louis Republican, had 
been a model member of the Scotch Presbyte- 
rian church, and never yielded to the assaults 
of the world, the flesh, or the devil. we do not 
think he would have been as near and dear to 
the popular heart as he is today. If Byron, 
had been, in private life, everything he ought 
to have been, instead of nearly everything he 
ought not to have been, we do not think he 
would have as many readers as he has. And 
if Poe had been as personally irreproachable 
in every respect as were Byrant and Longfel- 
low, we are quite sure he would be less famous 
than he is. His miserable life and miserable 
death seem to lend power and pathos to his 
writings, and it is impossible to read these mar- 
vellous productions withont a sympathetic 
resemblance of the gtrange individuality from 
which they were eyolved. The appreciation 
of Poe in this coumtry las been of recent 
growth. In England it was different. Some 
thirty years ago the late John R. Thompson, 
editor of the Southern Literary Messenger 
before the war, visited London, and while there 
renewed his acquaintance with Thackeray, 
whom he had met inthis country, Through 
this acquaintance he was invited to one of the 
monthly dinners of the contributors to Punch, 


then at the height of its reputation, and of 
course the company embraced the cream of 


that department of literary work in England. 
The conversation turned upon Poe, of whom, 
except his books, very little was then known 
on that side of the ocean. ‘‘Why,” said Thack- 
eray, “here is my friend Thompson, who knew 
Poe well and can give you all the information 
you desire.” ‘‘What, did you know Poe?’ 
exclaimed two or three of the guests at once, 
and for an hour Mr. Thompson had an eager 
and attentive audicnce to his story of the au- 
thor of ‘‘The Raven.” He was greatly sur- 
prised at the interest manifested by these rep- 
resentative men of letters—an interest so 
strong that they would not let him talk about 
anything else—for, though himself a warm ad- 
mirer of Poe, he had not supposed that En- 
glishmen cared anything for one for whom 
Americans cared so little. 


THE increase of apoplexy may be easily ex- 
plained. As more persons now reach the apo- 
plectic age, between fifty and seventy, it is 
natural that a greater number of deathsshould 
be reported from this cause. Among the 
causes usually cited as tending to apoplexy are 
the degencrative changes in the blood vegsels 
natural to old age, chronic alcoholism, specific 
diseases, and continual exposures.

SUMMING UP THE SAMS. 


—- 


Ihe Methodist Ministers of Chicage Pro- 
nounce the Revival a Great Seaccess. 


From.a Chicago Special. 

The Methodist ministers of Chicago gave an 
hour and a half today to a discussion of the results 
of the five weeks’ work of Sam Jones. Mr. Hark- 
ness thought it had done much to curtail worldly 
amusements, and the good effects would be appa- 
rent for years. Rev. J. M. Caldwell said thatduring 
his nine years’ pastorate on the West Side he ob- 
served little or nocard-playing, dancing or theatre- 
going among his members, but on the South Side 
he had found a looser state of morals, and h: 
thought Jones had done more than any one else to 
check this. Dr. Axtell thought the publication of 
the sermons in the papers bad done more good 
hroughout the state than the actual preach- 
ng. While the meetings were in 
progress he had been traveling in this 
state, and several conversions due to reading 
Jones’s sermons had come under his observa- 
tion. Aclergyman from Grand Rapids said the 
work had aroused great interest there. Rev. R. 
Bland, who was intimately counected with the 
work, did not think it should be judged by the 
actual number of conversions, That was not a 
test. 3m his opinion there bad been about 400con- 
versions in the city, and this was only an indirect 
result of the work. He heard Jones preach sixty 
setmons, only ten of which were aimed at sinners, 
His chief work had been to quicken the church 
and he had preached the taw rather than the gos- 
pel. He thought he would reecive thirty-five new 
members, converted through Jones’s preaching, 
aud his entire churth had been revived. The ab- 
sence of praycrs from the meetings had also de- 
tracted from their spirituality. ; 

Mr. Bland then described the opposition with 
which he anda few other South Side pastors met, 
both from clergymen and laymen, when they first 
talked of inviiing Sam Jones to Chicago. The 
official beard of his church chided him for his part 
in the affair, and he received letters ridiculing him 
for his support of Jonas. The latter's arrivel s00n 
worked a marvelous change in public scntiment 
and then he had plenty of co operation and sym- 
patly after the tirst week. 

Rev. Mr. Harding said the two Sams had done a 
good job, and their machine had been well man- 
aged; but everybody could not run a threshinz 
machine. Ye did not want to see any imitators o! 
Jones emong the fledgling preachers. It tooka 
good many preachers to keep the gospel threshia 
machine well oiled, and he proposed to carry anol 


@an, 

Kev. Mr. Holmes said Jones had put Ingersoll 
under a bushel, placed a windlass in every church 
and broken seme of the shackles from the pulpit. 
He knew a stock-yards man who had been drunk 
forten days. Since he heard Jones he had not 
toucheda drop. A Michigan avenue millionaire 
noted for his profanity, had not sworn since he 
went to the Santis’ meetings. 7 

At this point in the discussion, George W.W. Car- 
roll, the proprietor of the Hyde Park Herald, 
asked the indulgence of the meeting. which was 
granted. He said he was a backslider, and had 
attended theaters as often as a man could and at- 
tend to business. He was ashamed to be seen 
within a block of the headquar- 
ters of . the Young Men’s Christian 
association or with religious people. Whiie Jones 
was here a friend from the country came to visit 
him. In the afternoon they went to see light opera, 
but the ballet so shocked his rural friend that he 
would not go to the theater in the evening, as they 
had intended. They wentto hear Sam Jones, and 
he then and there determined to reform, and had 
been square-toed ever since. He purchased a Bible, 
a picture ot Jones, and went to the Methodist book- 
store to get the book of discipline, but they did not 
have one. [Greatapplause | His mission was to 
induce that body to establish a Methodist church 
at Hyde Park center. He was assured of support 
and the meeting adjourned.

_ Summary of the Pan-Electric litigation. 


The Bell telephone patent was enormously yalu- 
able, and the Rogers telephone patent was said to 


be comparatively worthless, and it is claimed that . 


in order to give value to the last-mentioned it was 
necessary to question the validity of the Bell pat- 
ent by bringing about some action of the govern- 
ment. Todothis Rogers is said to have assigned 
to certain members of congress and prominent 
politicians an interest in his patent asa gift. The 
receivers assigned their interest to the Pan- 
Electric company for stock in that company. 
Wren President Cleveland came into office he 
knew nothing of this telephone transaction, 
and several who had received the stock were call- 
ed into office, one of them, who had been a sena- 
tor, becoming attorney-general. He was asked to 
begin a suit to to test the validity ofthe Bell pat- 
ent, but declinedon account of his ownership of 
the stoek, and the solicitor-general, a subordinate 
officer in his office, being applied toSin his absence, 
brought the'suit. Whenthe matter became pub- 
lic the president pointed out to the solicitor-gea- 
eral that he had not followed the usual proced- 
ure in such cases, which isto refer the matter for 
consideration tothe department from which the 
patent issues. The decision ofthe solicitor gener- 
al was accordingly revoked and the matter was re- 
ferred to the interior department. The secretary 
of the interior considered the subject and ordered 
the suit to be brought. 


England’s Tariff. 

J. L. H., Forsytb, Ga.; Is England entirely 
a free trade country ? 

The British put a high tariff on chicory, cocoa, 
cocoa husks, chocolate, coffee, dried fruits, spirits, 
tobacco and snuff, and wine. On these, in 18%4, 
the gross produce of customs duties was £19,709,- 
546, and on all other articles taken collectively, 
but £17,073. The S:atesman’s YearsBook, 1885, re- 
merks: “The ten¢ency of modern legislation fin 
England! is towards concentration of customs du- 
ties on a few articles. At present there are 
Virtually but four great articles of customs pro- 
duce—namely, tobacco, spirits, tea, 
and wine.’”’ On yarns, us described, as follows : 
Valued at not exceeding twenty-five cents per 
pound, ten cents per pound ; over twenty-five and 
not exceeding forty, fifteen cents per pound; over 
forty, not exceeding fifty, twenty cents per pound; 
over fifty, not exceeding sixty, twenty-five cents 
per pound; over sixty, not exceeding seventy, 
thirty-three cents per pound; over seventy, not ex- 
ceeding eighty, thirty-eight cents per pound; over 
eighty, not exceeding one dollar, forty-eight cents 
per pound; over one dollar, fitty percent. Thread 
on spoolsof one hundred yards each spool, seven 
cents per dozen,

The Tennessee capital has been twice 
honcred, propably because it is, beyond any other 
town, the head quarters—if a military word will be 
pardoned—of the chureRk. The chief college of the 
church, Vanderbilt university, is located there. 
the publishing operations are conducted there; the 
ebureh extension board holds its meetings there 
and the genera! secretaries live there. Nashville 
really is the seat ofthe great church. 


No other city need expect in many years to se. 
cure a second conference: for no general confer- 
ence bas been held in either of the Carolinas, in 
Florida, Alabama or Mississippi, in Arkansas or 
Texas. Each of these states contains one or more 
ambitions towns; and when any one of them claims 
the honors of entertainment, it will doubtless be 
given a preference over a town in which & géneray 
conference has already been held, No small town 
will, however, be apt to clamor for the privilege of 
entertaining 300 delegates for thirty days. A towz 
tbat asks for a general conference asks, in other 
words, for the privilege of furnishing 9,000 days’ 
board and lodging. At $ladayor $2 a day, the 
total expense is readily computed. And this reck- 
cuing does not take into account distinguished yis 
iiors or the wives, sisters, cousins and aunts of the 
delegates, both lay and clerical.

The truth is, the general conference is: becom 
ing very large and unwieldy. The first conference 
consisted of only eighty-sevyen members. This 
was forty years ago. The coming conference wil 
contain 270 members, representing forty annual 
conferences, that extend from Florida to Wash- 
ington territory, from Maryland to the heart eff0ld 
Mexico. It is very probable the ratio of representa- 
tion will be again reduced in order to keep the 
great congress of the church from becoming too 
iargze. ’ 


The size of the conference can be kept down 
bit it is difficult to curtail its sessions. eonfer- 
ence consumes a month, andthe var and im- 
portant business that invariably comes up cannot 
be more quickly disposed of. The approaching 
conference will represent very nearly one mil- 
lion of Methodistse—one million members who 
baye been received into the church and borne in it 
reports. This membership is actual. It is by 
count and not by estumate. The spiritual welfare 
of this vast army is lodged in the general confer- 
ence, which is supreme and unlimited in authority 
church’s great sandhedrim, its 
congress above and beyond any veto 
power. The annual and district 
conferences have no legislative authority. They 
meet to carry into effect the mandates of the gen- 
eral conference, and transact routine business. The 
general conference is, in its field, what the presi- 
dent, congress and the supreme court are in the 
republic. Plans are devised, the work of the 
church reyiewed, appeals from the ml- 
ings of bishops or subordinate conferences 
heard, the discipline of the church looked in to; 
the'mission work energized,and supervising officers 
elected to cover the four years that will elapse be- 
fore another conference assembles. To do this 
work ministers and statesmen, railway managers 
and scarred veterans and miners from the Black 
Hills and high officials lay aside secular business, 
and lend their energies tothe task in hand, 


—the 


Since the conference held in Nashville jin Is*, 
four of the bishops have died, namely, Paine, 
Kavanaugh, Pierce and Parker. The last named 
died in the prime of manhood, soon after he took 
up the duties of the episcopacy; but the other three 
were veterans in the service of the Master, Bishop 
Paine was the choice of the first general confer.

e Agricultural Department in Its Improved Con- 
ee Practical Results Instead of Fantastic 
Theories— Dr. Loring’s Good Work Con. 
tinued and Improved—The Tester, 


WacHincron, April 12.—[Special.}—Dr. 
Loring, of Massachusetts, gave to the agricul- 
tural department its first efficient organiza- 
tion and made it the source of general benefit 
and information to the people. Upto the 
time when he devoted his practical expericnce 
and hisfine sense to the management of this 
department it had been the theater of wild ex- 


periments and the publishing house of idle 
theories.. Asa result of this work of the for- 
mer commissioner the actual usefulness of the 
department of agriculture became generally 
recognized among the people and consequent- 
ly the demands upon it rapidly increased. 
The system of the department is being main- 
taincd and constantly improved under the 
present management. 

An inspection of this bureau affords an inter- 
esting variety of well arranged details and au 
astonishing amount of work. 

THE MAIN BUILDING, 
a large structure of brick, covers one of the 
most commanding eminencesin the govern- 
ment reservation, which extends from the 
capitol to the river, and is situated about 
half way between the Smithsonian institution 
and the bureau of printing and engraving. A 
lawn carpeted with luxuriant bluegrass, 
sprinkled by fountains and adorned with beds 
of biightest flowers, makes a most attractive 
approach on all sides. To the right of the 
building is an extensive aud ornate conserva- 
tory, which is filled with choicest shrubs and 
flowers. To the left stands a great barn-like 
building, known as the seed house. 

In the main building are many specimens 
of agricultural products from all parts of this 
continent, arranged and classified as to indi- 
cate the locality from which they came and 
the soilwhich produced them. Of natural 
products, wild fruits, flowers, roots and trees 
there isan abundant and beautiful display. 
All the various soils are represented, with the 
qualities of each on the labels upon the glass 
jars which contain them. 

The offices in this building are occupied 
mainly by the chief officials, the chemists, 
geologists, experts in various departments of 
agricultural science, and by the scores of clerks 
who attend to correspondence and the official 
records. For the past two months the big seed 
house has been decidedly the most interesting 
portion of the bureau. There the ponderous 
work of scattering seed among the people in 
all the states and territories has been going on. 
About two-thirds of the enormous supply of 
seeds is distributed through 

MEMBERS OF CONGRESS. 

_ The remainder goestothe different state 
agricultural deportments, to various'agents of 
the national department, and to persons who 
make direct application forseed. It has re- 
quired the busiest work of thirty-two men, 
and one hundred and forty women for the 
past three months to keep up with the con- 
gressional demand on the seed house. Four 
hundred and nine senators and _ representa- 
tives have to be served from this store. Each 
of them is entitled to 6,000 packages of vege- 
table seed, 500 of flower seed, 300 of tobacco, 
50 quarts of grass seed, 20 quarts of corn, 20 of 
sorghum, 32 quarts of cotton seed, and 28 of 
sugar beet, besides a varied supply of fancy 
aud experimental seeds. The supply of each 
congressman will fill eight large mail sacks. 
A member can send a list of the names of per- 
sons to whom he wishes his seed sent and the 
department clerks wi!l directthese packages 
accordingly. Butthe favorite method is to 
have the packages sent to the congressman’s 
room where they receive his frank and are 
sent out by -his clerk. 

This insures the announcement to the recip- 
ient of the name of his benefactor and the ac- 
complishment of the happiest results. Often 
members from agricultural districts are em- 
barrassed by a number of applications far ex- 
ceeding their supply of seed, but many of them 
secure the supplies of members from city dis- 
tricts who have no use for their allowance. A 
popular western con an is said to have 
obtained ten full shares of seed for this year’s 
distribution and his re-election is a foregone 
conclusion. 

Everything needed in the distribution is 
supplied in the department. The paper pock- 
ets and the cloth sacks to contain the seed are 
made there and all the labels are prepared at 
the department printing office. | 

A large supply of seed is obtained every 
year from the experimental farm of the de- 
partment, but itis by no means adequate to 
the constantly increasing demand. To supply 
the deficiency a big item is put into each an- 
nual appropriation for the support of the de- 
partment. Great care is taken to send out 
nothing but sound, fresh seed, and in almost 
every instance goud results areoblained. in 
most cases of failure the fault is traceable to 
improper planting and careless culture. Most 
of the flower seed that fail are lost by too 
deep plantings. Every supply of seed for dis- 
tribution is subjected to trial by 

THE SEED TESTER, 
which is an ingenious contrivance for proving 
the soundness of the germs. 

it consists of a shallow tin box or pan, about 
two feet long by fifteen inches wide. Across 
this pan are laid a number of smail brass rods. 
Between every two rods is suspended a small 
pocket made of cotton, with some fibres of the 
cotton dipping into the water in the pan to 
keep the pocket moist. Each tester has fifty 
pockets. When they are filled with fifty va- 
rieties of seed, the rods from which they han 
are drawn together, and the seed thus enclose 
in a moist, warm bed of cotton. The tester is 
then covered with a glass case and placed 
where the sunlight can reach it. If the seed 
are good they soon show evidences of germi- 
nation. A careful record is kept of the time 
required to produce signs of germination, and 
of the percentage of sound seed in each of the 

: g pockets. No seed which fail to pass 
this test, which is deemed very reliabie, are

State of the Swollen Streams—Destruction by 

i x . the Overfiow. 

Mopitr, Ala. April 12.—[Special.]—The 
water is over a portion of the track of the 
Louisville and Nashville where it runs 
through the delta of the Alabama, between 
the Mobile and Tensas rivers. The track is 
weighted with loaded freight cars and will 
probably withstand this heaviest flood ever 
seen here. Until today passengers were trans- 
ferred between Mobile and Tensas bridze by 
steamboat, but all through travel was discon- 
tinued this afternoon. 

Distress on the lower Alabama is widespread 
and the negroes are leaving by every boat. 
They state they don’t wish to come back toa 
country which is now overflowed. A good 
deal of the country is badly washed, the black 
soil disappearing in many places, leaving only 
the clay. In other points deposits of river sand 
have ruined the land. Everything owned 
by P. W. Prim, at Magnolia, 236 miles 
above Mobile,fhas washed away, including [the 
fine residence heretofore mentioned as in dan- 
ger. 

W. P. Molette, at Portland, 260 miles above, 
_ lost in houses and stock, ten thousand dol- 

ars. 

Opposite Portiand, S. Carstaphen has lost a 
fine ginhouse. 

At Vernon, 336 miles, J. D. Stondemeyer lost 
everything in his house, one side of the same 
being washed away. His land is covered with 
two feet of river sand. 

On Manach island, a mule was found dead, 
and standing as if alive, on a branch of atree 
ten feet above the water, which had receded. 

Everything has been washed away from 
Neil Smith’s, below Washington. 

The loss of life so far as reported is small for 
so great a flood.

THE FIRE RECORD. 


Heavy Less by the Flames in Minneapolis — 
Fires Elsewhere. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., April 12.—A fire in 
the Boston block today gutted the building. 
fhe first floor was damaged only by water. 
Miller Bros. removed nearly all their stock, 
and sustained but a trifling loss. The contents 
of the postoilice, located in the building, were 
all removed. The loss to the block is $75,000, 
covered by an insurance of $100,000, over half 
ot which isin companies in amounts not to 
exceed $4,000 each. A law library of 7,000 
volumes is a total loss of $24,000, with $2,000 
insurance. In the upper stories of the building 
were the law oflices of several leading firms, 
Bradetreet’s commercial agency, L. S. Buftin- 
ton, architect, the Buckeye Publishing com- 
pany, the Spectator (newspaper), and scores of 
others. Help had been asked from St. Paul 
so threatening Was the fire at one period. 
Later—The total loss is $225,000, divided as 
follews: Building $50,000; postoftice $500; Mil- 
ler Bros., hardware, $100,000; tenants in offi- 
ces, 375,000; the total insurance approximates 
$450,000, Of which $52,000 is on the buildings. 
Miller Bros. have $100,000 on law library, $20,- 
000; and the remainder isdivided up in smaller 
amounts. Among the occupants of offices no 
one was injured, though the flames quickly 


cut off all chances of escape by elevators and | 


stairways, and the tenants were compelled to 
escape through the windows. 


FOR THE WANT OF DISCIPLINE, 


A School Is Lost--Apishness in a New York 
Seminary. 

‘Troy, N. Y., April 12.—About half of the 
boys in the eleventh ward school struck for 
shorter hours this afternoon, and refuse to 
continue their studies. They demanded only 
ope session a day, and that to be from eight 
o'clock until one, noon. The boys held an 
open airmass meeting, and then procuring 
laths and sti¢ks swarmed through the neigh- 
boring streets threatening violence to the pu- 
pils who did notjoin them. The reserve from 
one police station was sent to the scene to 
give whatever protectien was necessary. The 
strikers tried to induze the boys in another 
school to follow their example. 

GREEN PoIntT, N. Y., April 12.—About 100 
boys of all ages, pupils of public school No. 34, 
made ademand on Principal Moore that the 
usual morning and afternoon recess be ex- 
tended from 15 to 30 minutes, and that on Fri- 
days afternoon session close half an hour ear- 
lier than at present. Their demands not being 
acceded to the Soys refused to return to school 
after morning recess and picketed 
entrances to prevent others from 
entering. The trouble assumed such threat- 
ening proportions that the principal sent for 
the police, and a sergeant and several ofti- 
cers were sent to the school. Finally the 
mother of the chief ringleacer, John Archi- 
bald, arrived and succeeded in forcing her son 
into the school. After young Archibald had 
gong in the other boys quietly marched in, 
and ho further trouble was experienced. 


Fighting on Water. 

SELMA, Ala., April 12.—Zack Bonds, a col- 
ored thief, with two companions, while es- 
caping in a boat, were sighted by two ofticers, 
who commanded them to halt. Failing to do 
so, the officers rushed into a boat and began to 
pursue the fugitives. They gained on them 
and finally caught them out in the river about 
a hundred yards. The thief refused to be 
arrested, and jumped out into the river, went 
under several times and finally came up 
spurting waterin every direction. He took 
hold of their boat, but was told that if he tried 


to turn them out he would catch a bullet. Fin- 


ally, after he had received about half adrown- 
ing, he agreed to give up.

Mr. Bettis, the proprietor of a small store, 
was found dead in his sleeping apartment on 
the morning of December 30.

Jail to the Courthouse and Back Again—One 
of Them Makes a Bold Dash for Liberty 
and Getsit Temporarily, Etc., Btc. 


_ Seab Summers, a desperate negro, escaped 


from the Fulton cotnty jail yesterday about 
noon, but was captured after an exciting chase. 
Summers’s escape was desperate and daring. 
Yesterday morning about twenty state pri- 
soners were taken from their celisin the jail, 
and in a body were marched to the county 
courthouse in order that their attorneys might 
eonsult with them and the prosecuting attor- 
ney relative to the time for the trials. The 
PRISONERS WERE GUARDED 
by a half-dozen or more bailiffs, and the trip 
to the courthouse was made without incident. 
Some of ihe prisoners were desperate men, but 
they acted so quietly on the trip to the coart- 
bouse that the guards apprehended no trouble 
on their return trip. The prisoners remained 
at the courthouse until about noon, when they 


were marshalled together again and started on | 
the return march. A crowd of prisoners always | 


attracts attention, and as the gang passed 
down Frazier street every door and yard on 
the street was thronged with people. When 
the guards reached the gate tothe yard, in 
front of the jail, one of them 
OPENED THE GATE 
apd the prisoners began to file in. The gate 
is a small one, barely large enough for two 
men to pass through abreast, and as the pris- 
oners began going in, the sidewalk was block- 
aded with those on the outside of the gate. 
The guards began hurrying the prisoners, and 
this caused a slight confusion. Summers was 
quick to observe the confusion, and as quick 
totake advantage of it. By watching care- 
fully he found a second when the guard near- 
est him was looking in another direction.

Summers 
moving Over the hill three hundred yards in 
front of him. Summersjat that instant looked 
back, and seeing that he was pursued, let out

“Catch him!’ ‘Stop him!” “Head him

The 
dogs soon obtained the lead and the race was 
beetween the fugitive and brutes.

BLOOMING PROSPECTS. 


The Damage to the Peach Crop Too Small 
to be of Any Consequence, 


A large number of answers to a circular of 
inquiry sent out from the department of agri- 
culture with reference to the condition of the 
fruit crop since the heavy frost of last week, 
were received by Commissioner Henderson 

esterday. These letters stated, that if any 
Soars at all had been done the peach crop, 
the extent was so small as to be of little im- 
portance. Some of the writers of these letters 
said that the killing of some of the fruit on 
the trees would be more of an advantage than 
aloss, as the fruit left uninjured would be 
benefitted by thinning out. 

Sunday Commissioner Henderson visited 
his home in Newton county, and upon mak- 
ing inquiry among his friends he found that 
little or n@ damage had been done by the 
frost to the peach crop of that section. From 
all the information received at the depart- 
ment upon this subject it appears that the 
damage done the peach crop is so small that 
no importance need be attached to it.

A STATEMENT FROM THE CHIEF 
that new horses were necessary to carry on 
the department. 

‘Does the mounted department amount to 
much ?” asked Mr. Martin; “are the men ser- 
viceable ?” 

“T don’t think they are,” said Mr. Jones. 
“In fact the mounted department is of no ser- 
vice. The call men hd the patrol wagon are 
all that is needed. They can easily take the 
place of the mounted men and do better ser- 
vice.’ ; 

“Officer West, who has been in that branch 
of the service ever since it Was organized,”’ 
said Mr. Stevens, “tells me that a mounted 
man isn’t worth seven and one-half cents a 
day. I think, with Mr. Jones, that the call 
men and the patrol wagon are all that are 
needed.”’ 

THE BRANCH COMPLIMENTED. 

“T would like to say a word in favor of the 
mounted department,” said Chief Connolly. 
“T have always found it a most efficient 
branch of the department, and the records will 
show that it has made better service than any 
other branch,” 

The question was postponed until the next 
regular meeting of the board. 

‘There is a matter to which I would like to 
call the attention of the board and the chief 
of the department,” said Mr. Martin, “and 
that is the depredations that are being made 
every day on vacant houses. My atten- 
tion has been called to it frequently. 
Why, the other day some thieves entered a 
vacant house on Cain street and tore out 
every grate and the facing around the fire- 
places.”

The Old and the New Atlanta Meet Under the Fiying 
Pennant, Which the Former Won-—A Close 
Game, Which is Won by the Nashvilles 
by a Dextrous Play, Etc., Etc. 


Bittman won the game for Nashville by a 
tremendous three bagger in the ninth inning, 
when Atlanta stood six to five, and by his 
usual luck andskillin base running, when 
they had caught him between third and home, 
he scored the runthat saved Nashville from 
defeat and was received with deafening 


cheers, 

Nashville outplayed Atlanta at every 
point. Although she is no f*tronger than At- 
lanta, it was in the earnestness, audacity and 
aggressiveness of their coaching and playing, 
that put Atlanta at a disadvantage from the 
first ball that was pitched. Nayhville’s voice 
was in the air continually. They stood at 
each side of the batter. They run down the 
line with their players. They squealed at the 
pitcher, and yelled at the catcher, they laughed 
at Atlanta, and continually urged the umpire 
not to mind them fellows. Whenan Atlanta 
player would protest, the entire Nashville 
team would guy him until he subsided. Nash- 
ville was in a rush all the time, while Atlanta 
played ahalting game. Nashville’s audacity 
and compactness won the applause of the 
crowd, even while Atlanta had their hearts. 
There was not a Nashville player that did not 
feel it tobe hisduty to watch every point, 
and throw ina word at every opportunity. 
The Atlanta players, except the two men de- 
tailed for the line. set on their bench, usually 
with their heads resting on their bats in an 
attitude of dejection. 

We dislike to write these words. Atlantas 
strength last year was in the invincible au- 
dacity of her players and the enthusiasm with 
which they went head-long from first to last. 
As long asthey kept up this spirit they led 
the league with hands down. When it was 
broken by Henke’s death they were beaten 
unmercifully. Nothing is as important ona 
ball field, as a spirit of audacity, enthusiasm, 
and earnestness. With ita tolerable club will 
wiv. Without ita strong club will lose. It 
is just this spirit that the Atlanta club lacks. 
Why this is so we cannot tell. Its players in- 
dividually are stronger than those of any other 
team in the league. We have some of the best 
coachers in the country, notably Kline and 
Lyon, but yesterday as before when Nash- 
ville was at bat the whole diamond 
was alive with enthusiasm. When Atlanta 
was at bat it was much like a funeral’ Nash- 
ville bullied them all the way through. When 
Goldsby.was standing on the line with two men 
already up, and was requested to retire, he 
flatly refused to do so, and was allowed to re- 
main, and Lyons and Kline appeared to be 
ashamed of having asked himto go.
